Although the sinking of H.M.S 
Amphion is now a matter of history 
in the present war, the following 
pathetic incident. is told for the first 
time. Private John Brown King, R. 
M.L.I., one of the severely injured 
men, lay dying in Shotley Hospital. 
At the bedside stood his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. F. Brown Kingt, of Esk- 
street, Gateshead, and the following 
conversation took place :. 

Mother ;: You are badly hurt. 

Son: They have damaged me ; but 
[ have damaged them too. Never 
mind, motker, I have had the honor 
of knocking down the German flag. 
I fetched it down with my second 
shot, and I fetched the mast level 
with, the deck with my third. I fired 
14 shots, and I had 11 hits; that 
was not bad for a start. Still, I 
have done nothing. The bravest 
thing on board that ship was when 
the lieutenant took his belt off and 
put it on me.. 

A smile illumined the scorched face, 
and the fatker said: John, you 
fetched the German flag down. 

Son: Dad. I did. I regret nothing, 
mother. I would go through it all 
again for King and country. 

Mother: Are you suffering much 
pain now? 

Son: No, mother ; I have no pain. 
This is the last day for me; don’t 
stay and see the final. 

Mother : I must stay, my boy. 

Son: Then, mother, keep up a 
good keart, and remember this : I 
have done my duty. 

His lips moved for a_ time, 
said ‘‘God,’’ and all was over. 

Private Brown King came of a 
fighting stock. Two brothers are at 
present serving in the R.M.L.I., and 
one in the Northumberland Fusiliers.

But the Western farmer is: also a con- 
sumer of manufactured goods, and one 
of the purposes of the “Made-in-Can- 
ada” train is to give him first-hand 
knowledge of goods made in Canada. 

In Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta are many thousands of farmers 
who have come from across the line. 
They are accustomed to American 
products and naturally continue their 
use in Canada. They are ready, how- 
ever to hear and see what Canada 
is producing. The ‘“Made-in-Canada” 


train gives them this information. 
At first hand they inspect Can- 
adian goods. 


Representatives of the firms exhibit- 
ing on the, “Made-in-Canada” special 
are on the train, and are glad 
to learn of the natural resources and 
other advantages for manufacturing of 
Western districts visited. Ir. fact, the 
manufacturer of the East is depending 
on information gleaned on this trip, 
to give him an idea of whit can: be 
done along industrial lines in the 
Prairie Provinces. The exhibition and 
the various features in connection with 
it are thoroughly in accord with 
the policy of encouraging industries 
to locate in the various Western dis- 
tricts. Than this train there is 
no better opportunity afforded of ac- 
quainting the citizens of the West 
generally with the meaning of indus- 
tries to the community. 

The Canadian Home Market Associa. 
tion found it easy to decide to send the 
“Made-in-Canada” train to the West 
again this year.

“The clock has absolutely seapne 
in Belgium,” declared the chairman 
of the American Relief Commission, 
upon his return to London, a few 
days ago, from a tour of inspection 
in the stricken country. ‘But,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘if we lacked any other 
inspiration for exertion on our part 
of the labor to save these people, 
sufficient lies in the devoted work 
of Belgians, rich and poor, 
table democracy of famine, which is 
working night and day to perform 
their part.’’ 

This is only one of many testimon- 
ies to the fact that the unconquer- 
able spirit displayed at, Liege in the 
early days of the war shows un 
quenched during the days of suffering 
and starvation which were the ma- 
terial reward of adherence to faith 
and honor. While the torch stil 
smoulders, Belgium, heroic amix 
desplation, begins in a humble wa, 
the work of reconstruction. If th 
clock has stopped, it can be mended 
and Belgium is determined to star 
it going again. 

To Canadians is given the privilege 
of assisting in a special manner the 
noble work of laying, the foundation 
of a greater and a grander Belgium. 
Many citizens of the Dominion have 
already contributed generously 
funds for the relief of the Belgian 
victims of the war, but those. who 
furnish money for this purpose, 
this time, will be doing something 
more than offering temporary relief ; 
they will not only be helping the Bel- 
gians, they will be assisting the Bel- 
gians to help themselves. 

Recently, a number of the grist 
mills in various parts of the devas- 
tated country have been put in oper- 
ation. As Mr. Hoover, the chairman 
of the American Commission, points 
rout in the same report from which 
quotation has been made, energetic 
if destitute people are applying them- 
selves to the clearing of waterways. 
Everything is ready at many mills if 
only the wheat for grinding was on 
hand. 

Canada has the wheat—lots of it— 
and the owners are willing to make 
special prices. The Belgian Reliect 
Committee in Canada has the ships, 
the British Admiralty having pro- 
vided them, altkough nearly every 
available vessel is needed for the 
transportation of supplies for the 
armsy and navy.

To-morrow 
it may he impossible to get ships to 
carry the grain, or at the best much 
of the money which today might be 
spent for tons of wheat may have 
to be disbunsed for ocean freights. 

A special appeal is therefore baing 
made by tkose in charge of the re- 
lief work in the Dominion. Clothes 
have been sent, vegetables, fruit, 
canned goods and groceries have gone 
forward. Wheat is the demand of 
the moment. We are:glad to respond 
to a request that, we should call this 
condition to the attention of our 
readers.

Owing to the general fall in the 
Value of’ land the landlord has lost a 
large capital,sum, since he'came into 
*possession. It is calculated that in 
Mngland the capital value of land 
tell by over -£100,000,000. or $500,000,- 
000 within /a: generation, and his due 
‘proportion; of the national loss has 
fallen onjthis landlord. If put. into 
‘the open/market the estate would 
‘probably/not fetch nearly -£20,000, but 
if it sold at -half this price: the land- 
‘lord would be richer than he now is 
by several)hundreds of pounds a 
year.

Jute is a long vegetable 
fibre, the cheapest commercial fibre 
fn the world, grown’ exclusively in 
India. It is used to manufacture bags, 
sacks, twine, carpets, etc., the chief 
centres of the industry being Cal- 
cutta, Dundee, Dunkirk, Hamburg, 
Vienna, Turin, Brooklyn and Ludlow. 

The weaving of jute fpbric has not 
yet been establishéd as an industry in 
Canada, but jute yarn and fabrics are 
further manufactured here to such an 
extent that Canadian concerns supply 
the greater part of the home market. 
In the United States, the spinners and 
weavers of jute are protected by a 
tariff of 45 per cent. In Canada there 
is practically no duty on jute yarn 
and plain jute cloth. 

Why should not adequate protection 
be given to spinners and weavers of 
jute by Canada, so that large indus- 
tries, similar to those enjoying pro- 
tection of 45 per cent. or more in the 
United States, might be - established 
in this country ?—Industrial Canada.

MOST REVOLTING OF ALL. 


The third instance he nelated was 
the most, revolting of all. Mr. 
Powell was in this case again with 
the Carbineers. They had recaptured 
a’ village which the Germans had 
held. The Belgian soldiers were 
searching the houses for sm‘pers, when 
an officer he knew reeled out of a 
cotiuge pale, as if he had seen a 
ghost, and called to him to come 
here. They entered the cottage, and 
lying on the floor, still breathing, 
was a girl with both hands and feet 
ent off. 

“These were all cases of German 
atrocities which I saw myself. They 
are not nice things to repeat, and 
now that I have returned to this 
country seem so awful I almost feel 
as if they were dreams.

J. F. W. the regular English -cor- 
respondent of the Toronto Globe, has 
recently had a little to say about 
the life of working people in free trade 
Britain.

“The London bakers, have scored in 
a dispute with the employers over the 
conditions—hours and wages—of work. 
The conditions are admittedly dis- 
graceful; the work is done in many 
cases in dirty, underground bakeries, 
the hours are cruelly long, sometimes 
a hundred a week, and the pay is 
miserable 248 or 258 a week. The 
men have now got 80s a week and a 
fifty-fourhour week in shops, with 
sixty hours in factories, where the 
work is lHghter. They are satisfled 
for the time being, but their next 
agitation will be for the abolition of 
night-work and for the inclusion of 
the baking Industry in the Trade 
Boards act. This is an act that was 
passed by the present Government in 
1909 as an experiment in the preven- 
tion of sweating in a few trades, 
where sweating was notorious.”

The speaker denit with the 
clese relation of cause and elfect the 
lim tations of man’s control of bis 
environment as instanord by the 
social forces of his own creatio. get 
ting out of his control, causing un- 
,emPloyment, starvation, war, etc. 
| The speaker then procecdea to dis 
cuss the great man theory’ which 
credited the great r:>vemients of his- 
tory to the superior zuiding :utell- 
gence of giant intellects, and the op- 
posed doctrine, the “economic inver- 
pretation” of hiscocy, which held 
; that nations and societies, as with 
individuals, the ‘‘bread and putter’ 
_ queStion was'fualamental. tery the 
.first law of natuce, and = political, 
j legal, and idealiscic institutions or 
ideals grew out of this View. The 
speaker quoted several eminent au 
thories 

Coming to a wonsiteration of the 
Balkan States, the speaker enunur- 
ated the races inhabiting the pesin- 
sula. the Albanians, Greeks, Slavs 
and Bulgars;—the Slavs formiugz tha 
bulk of the population, innabitinz 
Bosnia, Servia, Montenegro, and 
|parts of other States and the bulf 
gars being half Slav. Beside these 
there were the Roumanians and 
Turks, The latter were the last to or 
rive. and looked like being the irs 
to leave. The total population, uc 
said, was about twenty million. oc- 
cupving an area of 200,000 square 
miles, or less than Alberta. Next 
came a discussion of — the religion, 
mostly Greek church, and industry, 
mostly agriculture, of the people. 

A historical sketch included the 
Roman occupation as far orth as 
the Danube, the Roman conquest — 
under provocation,— of Dacia. now 
Roumania, the Slavonic immigration 
from the third to the seventh  cen- 
eury. that of the Bulears. probab- 
lv akin to the Magyars and Finns 
the internal struggles from the seven 
th to tho fourteenth century, and 
the Turkish expansion up to the 
middle of the seventeenth century. 

With the wane of Turkish powor. 
the jealousy of the ereat powers rais 
ed tho complicated ‘‘Eastern aues- 
tion,’’ defence of the Balkan Chris- 
tians against tho infidels being a con 
venient protext for interference. The 
case was complicated 'y_ the rival 
exploitation of free-lance brigan ds, 
viz., Mohammedan Turks, and Chris- 
tian Russians and Austrians, — al- 
ways oxpPloiters, of whatever color or 
oreed, whethor legal or illegal.

AMERIGAN BARRIERS 
TAKING A TUMBLE 


Several Reductions Necessary Before 
the Tariff Schedule is Scaled Down 
to That of Canada . 


Under a consistent policy of pro- 
tection the United States has risen 
to an immensely strong industria! 
position, but for twenty years past its 
tariff has been far too high—twice 
as high as that of Canada. It is only 
reasonable, therefore, that a new 
Democratic Administration should try 
to scale down the customs duties to 
a considerable extent. A few succes- 
Sive reductions of the kind now pro- 
posed would bring the average Ameri- 
can schedules almost to a level with 
those of Canada. 

United States industries have little 
to fear from lower duties on clothing, 
steel, lumber and other products. 
These {industries are controlled by 
Rowerful capitalistic combinations, 
which could readily crush out com- 
petition from the lesser m:nufactur- 
ing enterprices of this country and of 
most other countries. Canadian manu- 
facturers of steel rails and other ar- 
ticles have difficulty in meeting the 
demands of our‘own market. So that 
they have little leisure for an invasion 
‘of the United States. 

Policy of Conservation 

The new tariff bill would place many 
‘Canadian farm products on the free 
‘st and reduce the duties on many 
sothers. In this way our agriculturists 
\would obtain access to the American 
‘markets without being exposed to the 
unbridled competition of half the 
‘food-producing countries in the world 
‘to which the reciprocity agreement of 
1911 would have left them open. IL 
population Canada is a small country 
alongside a great one, and for the 
time being our salvation lies in con 
serving our vast industrial wealth for 
our own people. 

Under present unequal tariff con- 
ditions, every Canadian man, woman 
and child, spends $25 in the States for 
every $1 which Americans spend on 
Canadian goods. In this respect the 
new tariff bill should change things 
for the better, but, of course, it is 
designed only to meet existing eco- 
nomic conditions in the Renublic. It 
may or may not reduce the cost of 
living there to some extent, but in 
increasing-the taxation on luxuries and 
in levying upon large incomes the 
measure moves in the right direction. 

Only Incidental Effects 

When, however, all is said and done, 
the Wilson bill is a purely American 
proposal. Its effects in this country 
are only incidental. That is the view: 
pint which our legislators must take 
when they deal with the tariff. Mean- 
time, the proposed redrctions at 
Washington constitute a substantial 
justification of those who fought and 
defeated the Taft-Fielding trade ar- 
rangement a year and a half ago. For 
one thing the grievance of the Wes- 
tern Canadian grain-growers would be 
largely removed by the proposed low- 
ering of the American duty on wheat 
from 25 cents to 10 cents a bushel. 
For much of the time during the past 
year prices of wheat and cther food- 
stuffs have ruled so high on this side 
of the border as compared with Amer!i- 
can prices that it is just possible that 
the organized farmers on the plains 
have been expecting benefits from 
access to the American market which 
they cannot realize. 


PROVINCES ADVANGE 
IN MANUFACTURING 


The Strong Growlng Demand for Bulld- 
lag: Materials is the Chief 
Reason 


Agriculture is now taken for granted 
on the prairies, but what about manu- 
facturing? The example of Winni- 
peg’s rise in a little more than a de- 
cade to the position of fourth Indus- 
trial city in the Dominion, has had 
the effect of Iimbering the imagin- 
ation of conservative Canadr. and now 
very often the remark is made that 
Manitoba is more like an eastern prov- 
ince than a member of the middle 
Western family. But when one talks 
about manufacturing in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, the imagination of some

But it is being done.. Manufacttring 
is progressing rapidly in both Sas. 
katchewan and Alberta. The kinds of 
manufacturing plants that are being 
established in these two prairie prov- 
inces may be classed largely under 
four heads, namely, flour mills, brick 
and clay products, lumbering with Its 
tributary industry, planing; and steel 
and fron work.

different forms of manufacturing have 
been Introduced into the Middle Wes! 
as the result of the strong, growing 
local demand for building materigls.

Recently the writer paid his first 
visit, to Old Basing Farm, Red Deer.

At The Front in France 


D. C. Simson of Sylvan Lake, 
sends us a letter received from Mr. 
Ballu, a resident of the Lake,. and 
now at tke front in France. Mr. 
Balla says that he left Versailles for 
the front pn December 16th, being 
attachcd to the Zouaves. A few 
days later he was sent forward to 
Soissons, which bears the mark of a 
pretty heavy bombardment. By om 
of the chances of war, ke met his 
two brothers there, both of whom 
have been at the front sinee the war 
commenced, in fact all four of his 
brothers. Naturally pleased at meet- 
ing, they repaired to a restaurant, 
and during the conversation one 
brother remarked that his Colonel 
had been killed at this identical res- 
taurant only a few days previously 
by a bursting shell. The other 
buother, Dr. Andre Ballu, had been 
captured with 200 others while at- 
tending the wounded in the out- 
skirts of Soissons, when the French 
retired, and had becn imprisoned in 
an old castle in the line of fire, a 
far from pleasant experience, espec- 
ially when the French made a coun- 
ter attack to regain their lost 
trenches, as the old chateau came in 
for shell and rifle fire from their own 
men, and if it had not, been for the 
pluck of Dr. Andre Ballu, who scaled 
the tower of the casths amidst, a hail 
of shells and bullets, and signalled 
tu the attacking French that they 
were friends the whole lot would 
have been annihilated. Eventually 
they were relieved, and the Doctor 
was complimented by the command- 
ing officer for his pluck. 

Tn some places the German trench- 
es are only a mile from Soissons, 
and when they attacked Toyon he 
met streams of wounded coming 
back, all very cheerful, and quite 
confident that the Germans will soon 
be driven out of France. The 
weather is something awful. Starting 
out with a bright blue uniform, in 
about two days it was kharki, ¢cov- 
ered with about two inches of mud 
front head to foot, and soaking wet 
through all the time, as well as being 
frozen. Mr. Ballu’s letter was writ- 
ten in his car, with the steering 
wheel for q table. He says, if you 
can imagine sitting in a car, with 
the deafening noise of rifle and 
machine gun fire, freezing cold and 
mighty hungry trying to snatch a 
few minutes sleep, ‘‘that’s me,’’ as 
there is no day or night—a man 
must sleep when he ean. Notwith- 
standing, the life is O.K. Best re 
gards to all and good tuck.

Board of Trade 
Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Board 
of Trade was held in the Boa 
rooms, Thursday last, with a good 
muster of membens present, presided 
over by President R. B. Welliver. 

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

The President’s. report gave a full 
account of the work carried out dur- 
ing- the past year, and the aspir- 
ations of the Board. Fourteen Coun- 
cil meetings were held, with an 
average attendance of 10.5, over 80 
per cent., and three quarterly meet- 
ings, which were attended mainly by 
the Council. From February of last 
year until the present time the 
Board had kept pensistently at tke 
C.N.R. to give ws a connection with 
the Brazeau, and the onstruction of 
tke North and South S. Line. They 
were hopeful of getting them to 
start the bridge over the Red Deer 
river this winter. - 

The Council had interviewed the 
G.P.R. in regard to terminal facili- 
ties, and it was found that the 
company was carrying out their con- 
tract and doinz everything in their 
power for the city’s interest. They 
believed the C.P.R. would give a 
trial to week end excursions during 


the com’ng summer. Regarding the 
matter of making Red Deer the 
initial point for tke Stettler line, 


they were told the company had the 
matter in hand, but it would not be 
practicable for a fw years yet. The 
Board also took up the question of 
the Acme branch extension into Red 
Deer. They felt it would be a_ pay- 
ing proposition, and decide Red 
Deer’s future as a distributing point 
for all time to come. The company 
did not consider it advisable to 
undertake further construction until 
financial conditions became more 
normal. Nash Bros., wholesale gro- 
cers, wer desirous of getting a site 
for q building. The Bonus Act pre- 
vented the Board doing anything, but 
the matter was taken up by individ- 
wal members and they were hopeful 
of getting them to locate bere. The 
Council had accomplished one not- 
able public benefit by the promotion 
of the public market which was giv- 


ing general satisfaction althcugh 
there was a little complaint as to 
prices, which would right itself in 


time. There had been no enquiry for 
Imperial Home Re-Union investment, 
during the past year. There were ac- 
counts to collect of $335.05, and a 
balance was owing to the Bank of 
$276.10. No new literature was got 
out during 1914. Tt would be neces- 
sary to get some new literature in 
the spring, and 300 circulars were 
sent out in November to farmers 
asking for information as to crops, 
stock, ete., which could be used. 

No grant was received from the 
City excepting the $50 per month for 
Secretary. There was on hand at 
the beginning of 1914 $626.07. Ex- 
penses had been $512.69, leaving a 
balance cn hand of $113.38. We 
believe the present system of com- 
bining the Secretarial work of — the 
different municipal bodies is working 
satisfactorily. We cannot expect 
much development until the financial 
conditions become normal. This can- 
not take place until q reasonable 
time has been given for adjustment 
after the war is over. 

We believe our City will be the 
first to make a move when financial 
conditions become normal. We _ re- 
commend to the New Council a_ per- 
sistent and watchful eye to business 
advantages and the encouragenrent of 
farm and land settlement. 


SECRETARY'S REPORT.

Light Foods That Are Both Nourlsh- 
- Ing and Easily Digested Should 
be Chosen—Some Recipes 


Children, invalids and very old 


Peuple can practically be’clussed uf 
jer. one heading when it comes to the 


selection und preparation of foods. 
Light soups, “roths and creamed pur- 
rees, lean meat, if meat is allowed, 
chicken and fresh fish, fresh vege- 
tables, seasonable fruit, preferab!y 
cooked, bland egg and milk dishes, 
constitute ideal diet. for the above- 
named group, and sponge cakes, light 
puddings, hot or cold, with some 
simple ice creams, wafers and sweet 
toast, gives sufficient variety without 
offering heavy swects, such as cakes 
and pastry. Often you nay have.a 
capricious appetite to deal with. In 
that case select some pretty dishes, 
contrive a few novel decorations of 
the otherwise plain foods and always 
have fresh and imaculate table ser- 
vice and linen. To save washing you 
may use some of the pretty napkins, 
especially for children, and they, as 
well as the sick, will enjoy their glass 
ce milk or cup of broth’ much more 
if it Is served wit the little sippets, 
or lemonade straw. 

(Remember to use a graded one- 
half pint measuring cup. All measure- 
ments are level.) 

Beef and Veal Soup 

Ingredients—One knuckle of veal, 
one-half pound of lean beaf. six cup- 
fuls of waz:r one cupful of diced 
vegetables, salt and nutmeg to taste. 

Method—Wash the meat and pour 
on the cold water, place in covered 
kettle and simmer very slowly.- After 
two hours add the vegetables, which 
May consist of celery, peas, carro:s 
and a small potato and onion. Now 
simmer another two hours, then strain 
through a cheese cloth that has been 
wrung out of cold water, season to 
taste and add a little boiled rice, fine 
noodles or vermicelli. If ‘preferred, 
this may be served plain as a broth 
In cups or a well beaten egg can be 
stirred into each portion just before 
removing from fire. If noodles or 
| vermicelli are used, cook in rapidly 
bolling water before adding to soup, 
as both increase materially in cook- 
Ing. Only a very little will be re- 
,auired for one portion. 

Milk Punch 
Ingredients—One fresh egg, three- 
quarters cupful of rich milk, one tea- 
spoon of-sugar, a pinch of salt. 
Method—Beat egg with a revolving 
egg beater until thick and creamy, 
add sugar and beat in well, add salt 
and milk end continue to beat until 
frothy. Serve in tall glass. Some 
like a few gratings of nutmeg or a 
pinch of cinnamon with this. 

' Frult Whip 
Ingredients—One-fourth cup of fruit 
pulp; white of one egg, sugar as need- 
ed or one-fourth cup of thick cream. 
Method—Use stewed prunes, peach- 
es or apple sauce, rub fruit through 
fruit press :.nd sweeten to taste, whip 
stiff, beat in the fruit, then mould in 
a@ saucer or sherbet cup and place the 
stifiy whipped cream on top. This 
may also be served with thin custard. 
Custard Sauce 
Ingredients—One cup of milk, two 
tablespoons of sugar, one teaspoon of 
corn starch, yolk of cne egg. 
Method—Beat yolk with the sugar, 
dissolve the starch with three spoon- 
fuls of the milk, place the rest of 
milk in double boiler. When hot stir 
in the starch. As soon as it begins 
to thicken add the yolk and sugar. 
Beat in: well. Then let cool before 
serving.

To Brown Pastry 
If your oven will not brown your 
pastry as well as you would like, put 
the cakes or tarts on the upper tray, 
and throw a little sugar on the floor 
of the oven. 


Use Fresh Water For Tea 
Always empty out any water left 
before filling the kettle. Very fre- 
quently the flat taste of tea is caused 
by using water that already has'been 
boiled.

The United Farmers of Alberta 
opened their seventh annual conven- 
tion at Edmonton, Tuesday last, 
with an attendance which over-faxed 
the capacity of Albion Hall, and in 
comsequence arrangements were made 
to hold all possible sections in Mec- 
Dougall Methodist church auditor- 
ium. . 1 

Over 500 farmers attended the aon- 
vention. This attendance sets anew 
record. The welcomes extended to 
the delegates, the selection of a 
chairman, and the presentation of 
the board of directors of the associ- 
ation were the chief items of busi- 
ness disposed of Tuesday morning. - 

D. W. Warner, first vice-president, 
was almost unanimously chosen 
chairman of the convention. Mayor 
Henry extended the civic welcome 
and Hon. Duncan Marshall delivered 
a rousing oration. 

REPORT OF DIRECTORS. 

The report of the directors dealt 
with many problems of interest to 
the farmers. After a lengthy refer-

OUR WATERWAYS | 


Thelr Development of Great Interest. 
to all Parts of Canads. 


The development of Canada’: inland |. 


waterways should be proceeded with. 
A pamphlet lately issued by the Great 
Waterways Union deals with the 
problem in a comprehensive and con- 
vincing manner. Transportation, we 
are reminded, is the most important 
material and economic question before 
the people to-day. Transpo~tation by 
water on a firstclass ship:.ay is not 
only cheaper than by rail but often 
much quicker. According to the 
United States Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the average cost of mov- 
ing freight by rail In a recent year 
was 7.48 mills per ton per mile. For 
the same -year the cos: of moving 
freight by the Sault Ste. Marie Canal 
route was .84 of one mill pe: ton per 
mill, or one-ninth of the average rail 
rate. The average cost of handling 
freight by the various water ways of 
the United States is one-sixth of what 
it is by the railways. All mcney spent 
on the improvement of American 
waterways has returned t» the people 
of the United States dividends of 100 
to 200 per cent. annually in reduced 
freight rates. 

From Lake Superlor Westward 

In European countries where the 
people own and operates the railways, 
the most is made of natural water 
transportation for the benefit of trade 
and the general public. In countries, 
however, where railways are operated 
chiefly by private corporations, natural 
advantages are more likely to be 
neglected. The result of thie neglect 
in Canada is to be seen not only in 
the inadequate development of water 
connection from Montreal te the Up- 
per Lakes. It is quite as noticeable 
in the failure to provide water trans- 
portation from Lake Superior to the 
Western Prvinces via the Lake- of- 
the-Woods, Lake Winnipeg, the Sas- 
katchewan and other rivera. Were 
this route developed, not «nly would 
it provide for an enormously ‘ncreased 
volume of traffic, especially of grain 
and coal, but it would result in a 
great lowering of the freight charges 
by the railways. 

Through tho Pralres 

As to the fcaribility of water trans. 
portation :.cross the Canadian prairies, 
Sir Robert W. Perks, of London, Eng- 
land, writes: “Whenever Ihave been 
out West I have been struck with the 
fact that no organized and effective 
effort has hitherto been made to use 
those magnificent waterways. I do 
not know whether you have ever been 
down the Darube as I have been, and 
watched the huge flat borges carry- 
ing very often 3,000 tons, half a dozen 
of them in tow of a small tug, and 
all laden with grain. The cost of 
carrying grain by this method {fs in- 
finitesimal; and were a system of this 
sort adopted in the West, the value 
to the vast grain-growing Prairie 
Provinces would be _ incalculable.’ 
Professor A. B. Wilmott believes that 
a@ barge canal may easily be built at 
small expense from Edmonton to 
Winnipeg, and adds that a similar 
waterway from Winnipeg to the head 
of Lake Superior would, if constructed 
at reasonable cost, indefinitely lower 
freight charges. 


REVIVE FARMING 


The Need of Getting In Touch With 
the Most Progressive Farmers 
Mr. Roosevelt has summed up the 

need for a “revival” of farming in 

the following words: “The English- 
speaking peoples, not only tn America 
but of Great Britain and the colonies, 
must wake up to the fact that for 
over half a century every wise ad- 
vance ir. the line of proper develop- 
ment of farming life has taken place 
in certain progressive States of Con- 
tinental Eurore. 2 hope a very 
full study will be made of the Irish 
rural situation, because In that coun- 
try most progressive farmers are re- 
organizing their business upon lines 
laid down after. a study of the con- 
tinental agricultural systems I have 
mentioned.”’” That Canada is in the 
same position as the United States so 
far as the need for reform {is con- 
cerned may be accepted without ques- 
tion. During ten months of last year 
this agricultural country, which hopes 
to be “the bread basket of the Em- 
pire,” imported eleven milltoin doden 
of eggs, and millions of pounds of 
butter. Something is radically wrong 
when a rich farming country cannot 
feed itself. Saskatchewan appointed 
two delegates to accompany an Ameri- 
can Commission of Inquiry which sailed 
for Europe this _— spring. Every 
other Province of Canada should be 
represented as well. The expense is 
not heavy, and the opportunities for 

Investigation will be exceptionally 

great.

Death of an Old Timer 


On the 23rd of January, there 
passed away at Innisfail, Alberta, 
Albert Edmund Keast, one of tho 
pioneers of Alberta. 

The late Mr. Keast was born May 
12, 1862, at Studholm, Kings Co., 
from where his parents removed in 
his early childhood to Cambridge, 
Queens Co., N.B. Here his early 
manhood was spent. He came to 
Calgary in the spring of ‘91, when 
that city consisted only of two or 
three stores, a few shacks and some 
tents. He came to Innisfail on tke 
first train that ran over. the Cal- 
gary and Edmonton branch of the 
C.P.R., and took up a homestead in 
the Aberdeen district, six miles east 
of Innisfail, where he farmed several 
years. He then removed to ITanis- 
fail, where he engaged in the real 
estate and insurance business, an 
for the past two years and a half 
has been agent ‘of Dominion lands ‘at 
Innisfail. 

In politics he was a life-long Con- 
servative, and has always been an 
active temperance worker, both. in 
his native province and in Alberta. 

He was a member of the Baptist 
church, having been baptized by the 
Rev. Alex. McDonald in 1883, and 
united with the first Cambridge 
church, in which he was an_ active 
worker as long as he remained in 
that district. He always took a 
great interest in Sunday : School 
work, and on coming to Innisfail 
was the first superintendent of the 
Union Sunday School held there, and 
at the same time was superintendent 
of the Union Sunday School held in 
the Aberdeen school house. He was 
secretary for a number of years of 
the Red Deer District Sunday School 
Association, and later was president 
of the same. 

He was a member of the Indeperd-

BATTLEFIELD BLUNDERS 


Friendly Forces Sometimes Fire at 
Troops Mistaken For Encmies 


It was at Beacon Hill during the 
Boer War that there happened one 
of the saddest incidents in the history 
of the British ariny. 

The Kast Surreys were in a hollow 
between two hills, creeping up the 
valley. The West Surrey regiment, 
half a mile away, caught ‘sight of the 
crouching figures, and took them for 
Boers. 

li a moment a heavy volley rang 
out, and it was not until an officer, 
realizing the mistake, rushed out in 
front of the West Surreys that the 
firing ceased. 

A nurse, writing afterward from the 
Estcourt Hospital, said it was pitiful 
to see the West Surreys coming in 
one after another, bringing cigarettes, 
dainties, any present they could find 
for the wounded men, then hearing 
their groans, turn away, saying, “God 
forgive us! “his is our work!” 

In such a gigantic conflict as this 
present war, with battle lines stretch- 
ing 100 miles and more, similar mis- 
takes are bound to occur. When the 
french were fighting near Muelhausen, 
one regiment got far in advance of 
the others, and was ordered to go 
back. As they returned some of their 
comrades fired at them, under the 
impression that they were Germans, 
Twenty men were killed and a large 
number wounded. 

It was this blunder which caused 
General Joffre to have cards printed 
in colors showing the uniforms and 
head-dress of the various branches of 
the French service. These have been 
distributed all through the army. 
Another case happened in Belgium. 
We have it on fairly good authority 
that a Saxon regiment fired upon some 
Bavarians, taking them for Bolgians.
